Subject 1 .— Import policy for Raw Jute [ S . No. 174(b) /IV] for the period April — 
September, 1900. 

No. 52-ITC(PN)/60. —Attention of the importers is invited to the remark 
given against S. No. 174(b)/IV in Section ll of the Red Book for the current 
period, according to which applications from Jute Mills for import of this item 
will be considered ad hoc in consultation with the Jute Commissioner, Calcutta, 
and licences issued will be made valid for two months at a time. 

2 . On a review of the position, it has been decided to issue licences for import 
of Raw Jute during the current licensing period with an initial validity period 
of three months. 

3. The licences issued for import of Raw Jute from Pakistan during October 
1959—March, 1900 period or during the current half year, with two months* 
validity period should be deemed to be valid for three months instead of two 
months. 

4. It is not necessary to present the licences already issued for S. No. 174(b)/ 
IV during October, 1959—March, 1960 or during the current half year for neces- 
sary amendment to the licensing authority but clearance will be allowed by the 
Customs on the authority of this Public Notice.
